Patience  required 

to  reap  research  rewards 
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Working  Patiently 

Donations  to  the  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation 
are  outfitting  four  new  state-of-the-art 
research  laboratories  in  Calgary.  Dr.  Susan 
Lees-Miller  and  her  research  team  will 
occupy  one  of  these  labs,  along  with  research 
teams  dedicated  to  pediatric  oncology, 
molecular  cancer  epidemiology  and  brain 
tumour  research. 


She  attracted  international  attention  in  1990  when,  as  part 
of  her  post-doctoral  research  at  Long  Island's  Brookhaven 
National  Laboratory,  she  discovered  a  new  protein,  which 
becanne  known  as  DNA-PK. 

But  as  Lees-Miller  points  out,  it  took  another  five  years  for  the 
scientific  connnnunity  to  deternnine  that  DNA-PK  plays  a  vital 
role  in  repairing  DNA  dannage  caused  by  ionizing  radiation — 
the  nnost  comnnon  therapy  for  cancer  patients.  And  it  was  only 
in  the  last  two  years  that  the  first  specific  inhibitors  of  DNA-PK 
were  discovered,  paving  the  way  for  pre-clinical  drug  trials  that 
nnight  eventually  lead  to  new  and  better  cancer  treatnnents. 

Now,  with  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  funds,  Lees-Miller 
is  leading  a  three-year  study  of  a  related  protein,  ATM. 
Like  DNA-PK,  the  ATM  protein  helps  repair  DNA  dannage, 
including  the  kind  that's  inflicted  by  radiation  therapy. 
But  it  also  appears  that  the  presence  or  vitality  of  ATM  nnay 
determine  why  sonne  people  are  more  likely  to  get  cancer 
in  the  first  place. 

ATM  has  been  studied  for  years  because  of  its  role  in  ataxia 
telangiectasia,  or  A-T,  a  rare  inherited  disease  that  first  shows  up 
in  children  around  age  two  or  three  in  the  form  of  a  wobbly  gait. 
A-T  children  suffer  from  either  an  absence  or  defect  in  the 
ATM  protein.  The  disease  progressively  destroys  muscular 
control;  by  their  teenage  years,  most  A-T  children  are  confined 
to  wheelchairs.  They  will  usually  die  in  their  early  twenties 
because  A-T  leads  to  immune  deficiency  and  they  are  more 
susceptible  to  cancer.

Relatives  of  children  with  A-T  seem 
particularly  prone  to  breast  cancer. 
A  comprehensive  British  study  in  2005 
looked  at  1 ,000  A-T  family  members 
and  found  a  five-fold  increase  in  the  risk 
of  breast  cancer  among  women  under 
the  age  of  50.  Other  studies  estimate 
that  ATM  aberrations  exist  in  about 
one  per  cent  of  the  general  population — 
in  Canada,  that  translates  into  more 
than  300,000  people.  It's  not  yet  known 
if  those  people  also  face  a  higher  risk 
of  cancer. 

Cells  have  developed  a  network 
of  responses,  many  of  them  involving 
ATM,  to  detect  DNA  damage  and 
repair  it  before  any  real  harm  is  done. 
But  what  happens  if  ATM  is  missing 
in  action?  That's  one  of  the  questions 
Lees-Miller  and  her  team  are  exploring. 
The  expectation  is  that  the  necessary 
repairs  won't  take  place  and  that, 
over  time  and  through  a  process  that 
we  don't  yet  fully  understand,  cancer 
may  develop. 

As  well  as  shedding  light  on  why  some 
people  may  be  more  prone  to  cancer. 


Lees-Miller  is  looking  at  how  ATM 
responds  to  the  very  specific  damage 
inflicted  by  radiation  therapy.

The  chance  to  see  her  work  applied 
in  such  a  practical  and  beneficial  manner 
is  another  reason  scientific  research 
continues  to  excite  Lees-Miller.  And  yes, 
she  has  learned  to  be  patient.  "We  know 
so  much  more  about  cancer  than  we  did 
10  years  ago,"  she  says.  "And  I  think, 
in  the  next  10  years,  there  will  be  major 
advances  that  are  going  to  make  a  real 
difference  in  people's  lives."

Even  though  he  has  yet  to  complete  his  PhD, 
Igor  Koturbash  is  already  tackling  one  of  cancer's 
most  frustrating  mysteries:  secondary  radiation- 
induced  cancers. 

We  can  fight  it 


"Radiation  can  give  rise  to  secondary 
tunnours,"  explains  the  University  of 
Lethbridge  student.  "So,  on  one  hand 
it  helps,  and  on  one  hand,  it  can  be  an 
agent  that  can  stinnulate  tunnour  growth." 

In  2006,  the  Ukrainian  PhD  student 
earned  the  Cyril  Kay  Graduate 
Studentship  Award — connplete  with 
a  $20,000  award  and  $1,500  research 
allowance — for  his  exploration  into  how 
radiation  treatment  causes  other  cancers. 

It's  a  difficult  problenn  and  an  area  that 
cancer  researchers  know  little  about, 
says  Koturbash.  The  phenomenon  can 
even  occur  when  one  area  of  the  body 
is  exposed  to  radiation,  but  another  part 
that  hasn't  been  exposed  develops 
a  tumour. 

"For  example,  in  patients  with  brain 
tumours,  they  get  radiation  exposure 
of  certain  parts  of  the  brain,  and  the 
whole  body  is  protected.  But  then  you 
can  see  changes  elsewhere  in  distant 
organs.  Some  of  those  may  be  indicative 
of  secondary  cancer,"  he  says. 

This  has  been  well-documented  in  animal 
studies,  he  adds. 


Koturbash's  work  suggests  that  genetic 
changes  are  not  a  major  part  of  this 
phenomenon.  More  likely,  the  tumours 
are  epigenetic,  where  gene-regulatory 
information  is  transmitted  through 
generations  of  cells  affected  by  both 
ancestral  and  environmental  factors. 
Why  this  is,  remains  to  be  understood. 
It's  a  mystery  that  could  make 
a  tremendous  difference  to  cancer 
treatments,  says  Koturbash. "If  we  can 
understand  how  these  radiation-induced 
cancers  occur — ^the  mechanics — we  can 
find  the  right  drug  therapy  that  will  help 
avoid  their  development.  If  we  know 
the  enemy  we  can  fight  it." 

This  researcher  certainly  comes  by  his 
talent  honestly. 

"My  grandfather,  he's  a  medical  doctor, 
and  worked  for  over  45  years  at  a  medical 
university  doing  research.  My  father  is  also 
a  medical  doctor;  he's  a  physician  but 
he  also  did  research,"  Koturbash  says. 
"Both  of  them  were  working  on  cancer 
development,  and  I  was  always  in  that 
environment.  I  was  very  interested 
in  it  as  a  student... especially  because 
of  Chernobyl."

He  adds  that  radiation-induced  cancer 
is  particularly  relevant  in  Ukraine,  as  people 
living  near  the  Chernobyl  disaster  continue 
to  develop  cancer,  often  20  years  after 
exposure.  Understanding  how  radiation 
causes  cancer  will  help  treat  these 
victinns  as  well. 

Koturbash  says  he's  been  well  supported 
since  coming  to  Canada.  The  Cyril  Kay 
Graduate  Studentship  Award  in  particular 
was  enornnously  helpful.  "It's  knowledge 
that  helps  you  work  better,  if  you  get 
recognized.  It  pushes  you  further," 
he  says.  "When  you  feel  you're  doing 
sonnething  important,  it's  motivation  for 
the  future." Igor  Koturbash  is  currently 
studying  in  the  lab  of  Dr.  Olga  Kovalchuk, 
University  of  Lethbridge. 

The  Dr.  Cyril  Kay  Scholarship 

The  Dr.  Cyril  Kay  Scholarship  recognizes  the  work 
and  dedication  of  Dr.  Cyril  Kay,  Vice-President, 
Research,  for  the  Alberta  Cancer  Board. 
Kay  was  instrumental  in  building  and  cementing 
relationships  across  Alberta's  research  community 
and  with  research  communities  of  neighboring 
provinces.  The  award  was  established  in  2003 
by  the  Alberta  Cancer  Board  with  funding 
support  from  the  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation. 


Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  trustees 
set  aside  $250,000  in  the  2006/2007 
fiscal  year  to  establish  a  new  program 
supporting  excellence  among  Alberta 
Cancer  Board  employees.  The  Building 
Excellence  Program  will  provide  a  series 
of  annual  awards,  scholarships  and 
bursaries  to  enable  Alberta  Cancer 
Board  staff  to  attend  or  participate 
in  conferences  or  workshops  that  advance 
their  knowledge  and  help  them  remain 
at  the  forefront  of  cancer  care.  By  investing 
in  continued  learning  we  are  supporting 
our  people  to  be  the  best  they  can  be. 

The  first  award  in  the  Building  Excellence 
Program  is  the  Denise  Melanson  Bursary 
awarded  in  memory  of  an  Alberta  Cancer 
Board  patient  who  died  in  2006  at  the 
Cross  Cancer  Institute.  The  bursary  will 
support  healthcare  providers  in  attending 
conferences  or  educational  sessions  that 
promote  patient  safety. 
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While  no  screening 
tool  is  1 00  per  cent 
effective,  a  good  quality 
mammogram  can  find 
~  85  to  90  per  cent 

of  cancers.  This  means, 
when  breast  cancer  is 
found  and  treated  early, 
the  five-year  survival 
rate  is  more  than 
95  per  cent.  M

Mobile  breast  cancer 
screening  saves  lives 

The  Mobile  Breast  Cancer  Screening  progrann,  Screen  Test, 
started  in  tKe  fall  of  1991  with  one  van  and  one  mobile 
mammography  unit.  The  van  was  based  in  Edmonton 
and  served  the  central  portion  of  the  province. 

The  program  has  grown  from  this  one-unit  start  to  three 
mobile  vans  traveling  the  roads  in  every  corner  of  the  province 
bringing  breast  cancer  screening  services  to  approximately 
103  Alberta  communities. 

"We  get  the  most  positive  response  to  our  visits  in  the 
rural  areas,"  says  Joan  Hauber,  Coordinator,  Provincial  Mobile 
Services.  Typically,  people  won't  make  the  effort  to  travel  for 
a  quick  screening  test,  but  having  the  unit  and  knowledgeable 
technicians  available  in  their  home  community  draws  them  out. 


Because  we  care 


In-Reach  program 
provides  outreach  to 
immigrant  communities 


"We  have  volunteers  who  work  with  our 
technicians  on  site — it's  a  real  comnnunity 
atnnosphere."  Annual  records  indicate 
ever-increasing  numbers  of  women 
visiting  the  mobile  sites;  increased 
awareness  of  the  service  combined 
with  an  aging  demographic  have 
both  contributed. 

"Screening  really  works  for  the  50 — 69 
year  old  age  bracket."  says  Hauber. 
"Our  goal  is  to  get  back  to  each 
community  every  year — we  are  not 
quite  there  yet,  but  we're  working  on  it." 


Screen  Test  was  originally  designed 
to  improve  access  to  breast  cancer 
screening  for  rural  women.  But  the 
program  missed  a  large  sector  of  the 
province's  urban  population  who  were 
not  being  screened  regularly  because 
of  a  different  barrier  to  access — that  of 
language.  "The  immigrant  communities 
are  also  classed  by  us  as  hard  to  reach 
communities."  says  Hauber.  "Our  In-Reach 
program  provides  a  way  to  break  down 
some  of  the  obstacles  around  language 
and  increase  the  comfort  level  for 
immigrant  women." 

In-Reach  in  both  Edmonton  and  Calgary 
coordinates  translators  and  educators 
to  bring  the  mobile  screening  service  to 
Chinese,  South  Asian,  Vietnamese,  Korean 
and  Arabic  populations.  The  mobile  unit 
is  set  up  in  the  heart  of  their  communities 
and  staffed  with  volunteer  translators 
who  can  answer  questions  and  provide 
education  under  the  supervision  of  the 
technicians  and  peer  health  educators. 

Working  with  volunteers  within  the 
community  ensures  these  women  are 
receiving  essential  medical  services  that 
could  ultimately  save  their  lives.

When  Gino  Antonello  was  told  his  cancer  was 
in  remission,  he  felt  his  life  had  been  given  back 
to  hinn  and  he  vowed  to  rennember  his  feeling 
of  overwhelming  gratitude. 

Italian  community 
backs  a  winner 


For  16  years,  Antonello  has  made  an 
annual  trek  to  the  Cross  Cancer  Institute 
to  personally  deliver  his  donation  to  the 
Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  and  say  hello 
to  his  oncologist,  Dr.  Tony  Fields.  "I  am 
determined  to  do  what  I  can  to  give  others 
the  same  chance  I  had/'  says  Antonello. 

He  immigrated  to  Canada  from  his  native 
Italy  in  1949.  Though  he  speaks  glowingly 
of  the  pastoral  countryside  in  his  home 
province  of  Padua,  his  roots  are  now 
firmly  in  Edmonton.  His  wife  Silvana, 
two  daughters  Loretta  and  Linda  and 
son  Terry,  along  with  their  children,  have 
cemented  his  connection.  His  history  here 
is  marked  by  hard  work  and  sacrifice — 
first  as  a  coal  miner  and  then  as  a  home 
builder  in  Hinton  and  Edmonton.  But  his 
determination  and  work  ethic  were  tested 
as  he  battled  a  rare  liver  cancer.  "After  you 

through  cancer,  you  never  forget  it." 
says  Antonello. 

He  helped  found  Edmonton's  Italian 
Cultural  Centre,  helped  them  get  a  casino 
license,  and  then  persuaded  the  Centre 
to  donate  a  portion  of  casino  revenues 
to  research  funded  by  the  Alberta 
Cancer  Foundation. 


"Every  year,  we  also  host  the  Trevisani 
fundraiser,"  says  Antonello.  "We  invite 
some  of  the  researchers  from  the  Cross 
Cancer  Institute  to  come  and  speak  to  us, 
to  let  us  know  what  they  are  doing  now." 
Several  years  ago.  Dr.  Gino  Fallone  was 
introduced  to  the  community,  and  since 
then  funds  raised  at  the  Trevisani  have 
been  targeted  to  Fallone's  research 
in  image  guided  adaptive  radiotherapy. 
"We  had  a  tour  of  his  lab  and  heard 
about  his  research,"  says  Antonello. 
"It's  incredible  to  see  how  far  technology 
has  come." 

Since  1998,  the  Trevisani  fundraiser  and 
proceeds  from  casinos  have  added  up 
to  donations  from  the  Italian  community 
of  more  than  $1 50,000.  "If  everyone 
is  working  together,  we  can  make  a  bigger 
difference,"  says  Antonello.  "It  all  helps."

Saving  lives 


Our  researchers,  health  care  providers,  volunteers, 
and  donors  are  all  working  together  to  save  lives— 
because  we  care. 


Despite  the  widespread  use  of  treatments 
such  as  chemotherapy,  hormonal  therapy  or  drugs 
like  Herceptin,  many  women  with  early  stage  breast 
cancer  will  experience  a  recurrence.  Dr.  John  R.  Mackey 
is  hoping  to  change  that. 


Building  precision  in  drug 
therapies  for  individualized 
treatment 

A  grant  from  the  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  is  helping  Mackey 
take  the  guesswork  out  of  treating  and  targeting  individual 
breast  tunnours.  Up  until  now,  it  has  been  largely  unknown 
which  molecular  pathways  are  associated  with  early  relapse 
and  which  mean  successful  outcomes  in  early  breast  cancer. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  new  drugs  out  there  targeting  new  pathways, 
but  we  just  don't  know  which  to  shoot  for/'  says  Mackey, 
chair  of  the  Northern  Alberta  Breast  Cancer  Research  Program. 
"We  want  to  find  the  various  drugs  that  specifically  interact 
vyith  a  key  pathway  and  create  individualized  treatment 
for  these  women." 

To  do  that,  Mackey  is  comparing  the  genes  of  women  who 
relapsed  after  treatment  and  those  who  were  cancer  free. 
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By  the  end  of  the  project,  Mackey  will 
have  analyzed  DNA  in  147  pairs  of  tunnour 
samples  belonging  to  otherwise  sinnilar 
wonnen  with  the  hopes  of  gaining  an 
understanding  of  why  sonne  women  are 
free  of  the  disease  following  therapy 
while  others  are  not.  His  research  team 
is  also  hoping  to  find  out  through  gene 
expression  profiling  whether  the  cancer 
evolved  or  changed  over  time  to  allow  the 
tumour  to  evade  treatment  or  if  it  was 
resistant  to  treatment  right  from  the  start. 

"We  are  already  getting  signals  in  our 
early  looks  at  these  samples,"  says  Mackey, 
who  is  also  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Breast  Cancer  International  Research 
Group.  "The  tissues  are  already  giving 
us  some  promising  leads." 

Similar  studies  are  underway  at  other 
institutions,  but  what  sets  Mackey's 
research  apart  is  the  ability  to  access 
the  Cross  Cancer  Institute's  PolyomX 
comprehensive  breast  tumour  bank  which 
collects  comprehensive  molecular  and 
clinical  data  from  patients  undergoing 
cancer  treatment.  This  data  allows 
Mackey  to  match  pairs  of  tissue  samples. 
Each  of  the  women  selected  for  the  study 
Received  chemo  and  hormonal  therapies — 
Mackey  then  directly  compares  pairs 
of  relapsed  vs.  disease-free  cases  with 
the  hope  of  identifying  a  different  biology 
in  the  women  that  have  recurrences. 
He  can  then  enter  those  samples  as  data 
into  a  computer  program  that  produces 
patterns  and  combinations  that  are  not 
computable — especially  in  such  a  short 


period  of  time — by  the  human  mind. 
The  analysis  will  be  able  to  identify 
pathways,  as  well  as  gene  and  protein 
interactions,  functions  and  drug  targets. 

"These  programs  analyze  50,000 
pieces  of  data,"  he  says.  "We  can't 
even  begin  to  imagine  what  this 
computer  can  produce.  Once  we  have 
that  information,  we  can  start  creating 
individualized  treatment  plans  that  target 
specific  genes,  depending  on  which 
genes  are  turned  on  and  off,  for  women 
with  breast  cancer.  It  won't  be  such 
a  blanket  approach. 

"We're  now  able  to  look  at  subtle 
differences.  Instead  of  just  saying, 
'these  people  did  badly,'  we  will  be  able 
to  look  specifically  at  why.  These  kinds 
of  studies  are  the  way  forward.  We  can't 
guarantee  to  have  success  but  it's  much 
better  than  taking  a  shot  in  the  dark — 
this  is  the  logical  way  of  doing  things 
and  that's  what  makes  it  fun  and  exciting." 

Dr.  Mackey's  research  is  supported 
by  the  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  with 
funds  raised  through  the  Weekend 
to  End  Breast  Cancer.

Announcing  Alberta's 
breast  cancer  research  chair 


We've  come  a  long  way,  but  we  still  have 
far  to  go  before  we  can  ensure  that  future 
generations  of  Albertans  no  longer  have 
to  face  this  devastating  diagnosis  for 
thennselves,  their  families  or  their  friends. 

Dedicated  leadership  to  provide  vision 
and  strategic  direction  for  the  provincial 
breast  cancer  research  program  is  critical 
in  advancing  our  understanding  and 
treatment  of  the  disease.  To  that  end, 
a  new  $5  million  Endowed  Weekend 
to  End  Breast  Cancer  Research  Chair  will 
be  established  with  funds  raised  through 
Alberta  events  in  2006  and  2007. 

This  leadership  position  will  enable 
the  Alberta  Cancer  Board  to  recruit 
a  first-rate  scientist  with  expertise  in  the 
field  of  breast  cancer  to  facilitate  leading- 
edge  research  and  play  a  pivotal  role  in 
building  strong  collaborative  relationships 
with  researchers  provincially,  nationally 
and  internationally. 

The  Weekend  to  End  Breast  Cancer 
Research  Chair-holder  will  be  committed 
to  the  research  vision  of  the  Alberta 
Breast  Cancer  Research  Initiative, 


helping  Alberta  become  a  world  leader 
in  advancing  practice  and  innovation 
to  improve  outcomes  for  individuals  with 
the  disease  in  all  its  forms. 

The  men  and  women  who  have  walked 
in  the  Weekend  to  End  Breast  Cancer  will 
tell  you  it's  a  moving  experience  and  that 
they  savour  the  sense  of  accomplishment 
at  the  road's  end.  This  research  chair  is  an 
investment  in  the  future,  made  possible 
by  all  of  those  who  believe  that  it's  not 
a  matter  of  if  a  cure  will  be  found, 
but  when. 
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In  memory  of  a  lost  smile 


Dan  Phelps'  wife  Irish 
died  December  2005 
of  lymphoma.  He  walks 
in  the  annual  Weekend 
to  End  Breast  Cancer 
because  he  believes 
the  research  it  funds  will 
ultimately  benefit  all  who 
are  dealing  with  cancer. 
And  he  walks  to  honour 
his  late  wife. 

"Until  I  metTrish  I'd  never  known  anybody 
who  smiled  every  day,  a  genuine  smile. 
Even  the  day  she  died,  even  in  horrible 
agony.  She  was  just  a  genuinely  good 
person  who  lit  up  the  room  when  she 
walked  into  it,"  says  Phelps. 

The  couple's  encounter  with  cancer 
started  innocently  enough,  with  what 
looked  like  a  pimple  on  her  upper  leg. 
In  just  a  few  months  the  pimple  had 
grown  "to  the  size  of  both  my  fists 
put  together"  and  they  learned  they 
were  in  for  a  fight  with  a  relatively  rare 
form  of  non-Hodgkin's  lymphoma. 


It  doesn't  take  a  long  meeting  with  Phelps 
to  know  that  he's  the  kind  of  person  who 
is  spurred  to  action  when  he  sees  a  need. 
His  first  project  was  to  raise  almost 
$20,000  to  buy  small  refrigerators  for 
each  of  the  rooms  in  the  cancer  ward. 
He  says  the  wife  who  refused  to  cry 
in  front  of  him  was  driven  almost  to  tears 
when  the  communal  kitchen  closed  and 
she  had  to  call  a  nurse  for  something 
as  simple  as  a  drink  of  water.  "She  told 
me  that  it  felt  like  she  had  lost  her 
independence;  that  for  the  first  time 
cancer  had  taken  control.  She  didn't 
want  anybody  else  to  feel  like  that." 

Phelps  walked  in  his  third  Weekend  to 
End  Breast  Cancer  in  Calgary  at  the  end 
of. July  2007.  "If  these  funds  help  relieve 
anxiety  and  suffering  for  other  families, 
then  I  know  it's  worth  it,"  says  Phelps. 
Phelps  also  recognizes  that  many 
of  the  breast  cancer  research  projects 
will  uncover  information  important 
to  all  types  of  cancers. 

"It's  leaving  a  legacy  in  Trish's  name, 
in  her  honour." 
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Dr.  Tony  Magliocco  is  a  molecular  pathologist 
with  a  special  interest  in  cancer  pathology. 


Leading-edge  technology 
for  leading-edge  research 


His  work  in  the  diagnostic  pathology 
laboratory  at  the  Tonn  Baker  Cancer 
Centre  is  focused  on  differences  at  the 
molecular  level  in  cancers,  and  how 
these  differences  affect  a  patient's 
response  to  various  treatment  options. 

By  determining  who  will  and  won't 
respond  to  various  types  of  cancer 
treatment,  Magliocco 's  research  stands 
to  help  patients  avoid  suffering  the 
negative  effects  of  many  cancer 
treatments.  "If  we  can  identify  what 
treatments  don't  work  on  specific 
molecular  variations  of  cancers,  we  can 
eliminate  that  path  of  treatment  for 
those  patients."  says  Magliocco. 

A  key  piece  of  equipment  in  Magliocco's 
lab — the  HistoRx — was  purchased  with 


Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  funds. 
The  HistoRx  allows  for  rapid  and 
accurate  measurement  of  proteins, 
and  for  a  more  detailed  understanding 
of  crucial  differences  between  cancers 
that  would  appear  identical  under  other 
means  of  analysis.  Magliocco's  lab 
is  the  only  one  in  Canada  with  the 
HistoRx  equipment. 
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For  many  patients,  involvement  in  a  Phase  I  clinical 
trial  is  a  last  resort.  But  it  is  also  an  act  of  exquisite 
generosity,  and  a  demonstration  of  hope. 

Hope— and  promise 


What  do  you  tell  cancer  patients 
who  have  reached  the  end  of  their 
treatnnent  options?  How  do  you  offer 
hope  in  a  seemingly  hopeless  situation? 
For  nnany  patients,  the  end  of  the 
conventional  treatment  road  can  also 
mean  the  beginning  of  their  involvement 
in  a  Phase  I  clinical  trial  which  tests 
reactions  to  experimental  drugs  not 
yet  tried  on  humans. 

Prior  to  the  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation's 
funding  commitment  to  the  Investigational 
New  Drug  Program,  researchers  and 
oncologists  at  the  Cross  Cancer  Institute 
could  only  speculate  on  the  promise  of 
a  number  of  new  drugs.  Though  Alberta 
Cancer  Board  researchers  have  been 
involved  in  Phase  II  and  Phase  III  trials 
for  many  years,  offering  Phase  I  trials 
was  not  common.  The  attraction  of  some 
key  players  means  there  is  now  a  team 
in  place  to  advance  a  number  of  Phase  I 
trials  each  year,  and  the  team  only  expects 
those  numbers  to  grow. 

"You  need  a  critical  mass  of  patients 
and  investigators — physicians,  nurses, 


clinical  research  assistants  and 
laboratory  support — before  you  can 
begin  the  involved  process  of  looking 
at  drug  levels  and  their  effect  on  tissue," 
says  Dr.  Peter  Venn  er,  one  of  the  programs 
co-investigators.  The  additions  of  clinical 
pharmacologist  Dr.  Michael  Sawyer 
to  the  team  and  of  Dr.  Quincy  Chu, 
with  expertise  in  managing  patients 
on  Phase  I  trials,  have  added  to  this 
critical  mass.  "Any  drug  trial  requires 
the  support  of  the  whole  network 
of  caregivers  and  researchers.  We  are 
trying  to  build  a  profile  that  will  help 
the  Alberta  Cancer  Board  attract  more 
clinical  trials  here."  says  Dr.  Chu. 

More  than  that,  the  program's  co- 
investigators  all  agree  that  an  increase 
in  Phase  I  trials  also  translates  into  an 
increase  in  hope  for  patients.  "The  patients 
we  recruit  have  advanced  cancer  but  are 
functioning  well,"  says  Chu.  "They  have 
exhausted  all  treatments,  and  there 
is  no  question  that  this  in  an  additional 
burden  on  them."  But  Chu  is  amazed 
at  the  selflessness  of  the  trial  subjects: 
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The  stages 

of  clinical  drug  trials 


"Patients  often  have  an  altruistic 
26  approach  to  this — they  see  it  as  a  way 

of  giving  back  and  of  helping  others," 
he  says.  Patients  nnust  fit  the  profile 
before  being  admitted  to  a  Phase  I  trial, 
and  they  require  the  referral  of  their 
Qncologist.  Many  will  go  from  one  Phase  I 
trial  to  another,  with  a  required  rest 
period  in  between. 

"The  Phase  I  trial  offers  another 
opportunity  for  hope,"  says  Sawyer. 
"We  want  to  give  our  patients  the 
opportunity  to  try  again,  if  that  is  what 
they  want.  And  every  once  in  a  while 
there  is  a  blockbuster  treatment  found." 


Drs.  Michael  Sawyer,  Quincy  Chu,  Michael 
Smylie  and  Peter  Venner  are  co-investigators 
in  the  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation-funded 
Investigational  New  Drug  Program  at  the 
Cross  Cancer  Institute.  Collaborations  with 
Calgary-based  researchers  are  expanding 
the  program's  reach  and  scope  to  patients 
across  the  province. 


Phase  I  trials  are  conducted  to  test 
safety  levels  of  drugs  not  previously  used 
on  people  with  cancer.  Test  dosages  have 
been  extrapolated  from  experiments 
conducted  on  lab  mice.  The  goal  of  the 
Phase  I  trial  is  to  establish  a  safe  dosage 
amount  and  schedule  that  will  then  move 
the  testing  to  the  Phase  II  stage. 

Phase  II  trials  test  efficacy  to  see  if  the 
drug  is  effective  against  whatever  cancer 
it  is  being  used  for.  Does  the  drug  work 
on  treating  cancer?  If  evidence  shows 
progress  on  treating  the  cancer,  the  drug 
moves  to  the  Phase  III  trial  stage. 

Phase  III  trials  are  usually  larger  scale 
with  many  people  trying  the  drug  under 
question,  sometimes  at  two  different 
strengths,  against  another  already 
accepted  therapy.  This  phase  provides 
researchers  and  oncologists  with  a  good 
understanding  of  how  the  drug  performs, 
which  is  critical  to  licensing  and  drug 
development  required  to  move  the 
drug  into  general  practice. 
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The  attraction  of  some 
key  players  means  there 
is  now  a  team  in  place 
to  advance  a  number 
of  Phase  I  trials  each 
year,  and  the  team  only 
expects  those  numbers 
to  a  row. 
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Kenneth  Rinke  hadn't  been  sick  a  day  in  his  life  before 
being  diagnosed  with  colon  cancer  in  2002. 


Hope  helps — Kenneth  Rinke 
keeps  fighting 


The  diagnosis  was  a  shock  for  the 
Grande  Prairie  man,  who  was  hardly  into 
his  50s.  After  having  it  rennoved,  doctors 
were  optimistic — but  they  put  him 
on  chemotherapy  just  in  case. 

A  year-and-a-half  later,  the  cancer 
was  back — this  time  in  his  liver.  "It  was 
shrinking  and  they  couldn't  find  anything, 
and  then  my  body  rejected  the  chemo," 
he  says.  "That's  why  I  ended  up  on  the 
research  trial." 

Rinke  signed  up  for  an  experimental 
treatment  of  a  new  chemotherapy  drug 
at  the  Cross  Cancer  Institute  in  Edmonton. 
He  was  frustrated  with  the  turn  his 
treatment  had  taken,  but  still  hopeful. 

The  study  was  one  of  a  number  of  Phase  I 
clinical  trials  part  of  the  Investigational 
New  Drug  Program  at  the  Cross  Cancer 
Institute,  and  funded  by  the  Alberta 
Cancer  Foundation.  Led  by  Drs.  Michael 
Sawyer,  Michael  Smylie,  Peter  Venner 
and  Quincy  Chu,  the  trials  are  a  new 
phenomenon  for  the  clinic,  which  was 
previously  focused  on  Phase  II  and 
III  trials. 


Phase  I  trials  focus  on  patients  with 
incurable  and  advanced  cancers, 
who  are  high  functioning,  but  out 
of  treatment  options.  These  trials  offer 
treatment  opportunities  to  Alberta 
cancer  patients  who  might  otherwise 
have  no  option. 

This  was  the  case  for  Rinke.  But  part 
of  his  reason  for  participating,  was  about 
staying  hopeful. 

"You  have  to  have  hope  in  something. 
If  you  run  out  of  hope,  that's  it — there's 
nothing  left.  If  you  always  have  that  hope 
that  there's  something  down  the  line 
to  look  at,  it  keeps  you  going,"  he  says. 

"This  research  trial  seemed  to  be 
working — the  first  thing  they  would 
watch  was  my  blood  pressure.  If  my 
blood  pressure  went  up,  it  meant  it  was 
shutting  down  the  blood  vessels  to  the 
tumours.  But  as  three  weeks  went  on, 
they  did  another  CT  scan  and  found  that 
the  tumour  was  still  growing.  That  was 
the  end  of  the  trial  for  me." 
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A  local  cancer  support  group 
he  attends  plays  a  part  in  his 
optimism  too.  While  he  was  initially 
a  bit  'old-fashioned'  about  joining 
a  support  group,  he  tried  it  out 
anyway  and  is  a  firm  believer 
in  it  now. 


"It  didn't  work,  but  my  attitude  was, 
'If  it  doesn't  work,  it's  a  disappointnnent, 
but  you  also  know  that  it's  research  that 
nnay  benefit  the  next  person'." 

These  days,  Rinke  enjoys  life  and 
pursues  his  two  favourite  pastinnes: 
radio-controlled  nnodel  planes  and 
fly  fishing.  And  he's  doing  great. 

"They  can't  believe  I'nn  so  gutsy  in  how 
I  take  cancer,  and  how  cheerful  I  ann  all 
of  the  time,"  he  says.  He's  been  told 
another  trial  might  be  in  the  cards  for 
him,  and  says  he'd  gladly  participate. 

A  local  cancer  support  group  he  attends 
plays  a  part  in  his  optimism  too.  While  he 
was  initially  a  bit  'old-fashioned'  about 
joining  a  support  group,  he  tried  it  out 
anyway  and  is  a  firm  believer  in  it  now. 
After  all,  people  without  cancer  cannot 
fully  understand  what  it's  like  to  fight 
the  disease. 

But  Rinke  doesn't  dwell  on  what's  going 
on  in  the  inside.  He's  going  on  with  life 
as  best  he  can,  and  staying  positive. 


"There  are  days  where  I'll  feel  kind 
of  depressed  and  withdrawn.  There  are 
always  hurdles — with  medication, 
your  system,  and  you  just  keep  fighting 
through  it.  You  just  keep  working  with 
your  body  and  don't  dwell  on,  'This  is 
no  good.'  This  is  what  you've  got, 
and  let's  work  with  it." 
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Imagine  trying  to  aim  at  a  moving  target, 
knowing  that  if  you  hit  outside  the  bull's 
eye  the  consequences  could  be  serious. 

Alberta  researchers  first  to  combine 
imaging  and  radiation  treatment 

In  this  case,  the  bull's  eye  is  a  tumour  and  missing  the 
mark  could  mean  serious  side  effects  for  patients  receiving 
radiation  therapy. 

Radiation  treatment  is  a  proven  cancer  treatment.  Yet,  targeting 
the  radiation  beam  on  organs  that  move — the  lungs,  liver, 
stomach  and  pancreas,  for  instance — can  be  difficult.  But  Alberta 
Cancer  Board  researcher  Dr.  Gino  Fallone  is  hoping  it  won't 
be  long  before  the  mark  becomes  easier  to  hit. 

Fallone  is  leading  a  team  to  develop  a  radiation  therapy  MRI 
system  that  will  use  a  process  called  Advanced  Real-Time 
Adaptive  Radiotherapy  (ART)2.  For  years,  people  have  been 
trying  to  pair  an  MRI  machine  with  a  linear  accelerator  to 
improve  the  accuracy  of  radiation  beams  for  solid  tumours. 
But  Fallone's  team  will  be  the  first  to  get  it  done. 

"These  two  machines  are  allergic  to  each  other,"  says  Fallone. 
"The  radio  frequency  and  magnetic  fields  from  each  are  not 
compatible  with  the  other.  We  have  completely  redesigned  the 
system  from  'the  bottom-up'  and  have  resolved  these  issues 
that  have  troubled  people  for  years." 

The  hybrid  system,  developed  by  Fallone,  Marco  Carlone 
and  Brad  Murray,  also  Alberta  Cancer  Board  researchers, 
will  allow  clinicians  to  administer  radiation  the  same  time 
"exquisite  imaging"  is  taking  place. 

Currently,  when  a  patient  is  treated  with  radiation  therapy, 
a  medical  team  studies  the  patient's  tumour  through  a  set 
of  images — x-rays,  ultrasounds,  MRI,  or  CTs.  They  must  then 
use  a  complex  calculation  process  to  map  where  radiation 
should  be  aimed.  Often  days  pass  between  the  first  set

of  images  and  the  actual  administration  of  radiation,  which 
means  the  tumour's  shape  and  location  may  have  changed. 
Since  it  is  difficult  to  know  exactly  where  the  tumour  is,  doctors 
will  treat  a  small  area  around  the  cancer  to  ensure  they  are 
reaching  the  whole  tumour.  Yet  damaging  this  healthy  tissue 
can  come  at  a  cost. 

There  are  so  called  "work  around"  techniques  used  to  improve 
accuracy,  but  they  can  be  invasive  and  inexact,  says  Fallone. 
With  the  hybrid  system,  high-quality  real-time  3D  images  are 
available  at  the  time  of  treatment  irradiation.  In  other  words, 
the  medical  team  can  capture  a  precise  picture  of  the  tumour 
and  treat  it  immediately. 

"Without  this  type  of  technology,  you  have  to  decrease  the  dose 
of  the  radiation  because  some  radiation  will  hit  healthy  tissue," 
says  Fallone.  "Because  this  new  system  will  allow  us  to  precisely 
place  the  radiation  beam  on  the  patient's  tumour,  the  side 
effects  will  be  reduced  and  we  don't  have  to  worry  about 
decreasing  the  dose.  What  that  means  is  we  can  cure  the 
cancer  much  better  and  without  side  effects." 

Aside  from  improving  the  accuracy  of  radiation  treatments 


for  solid  tumours,  it  will  mean  certain  types  of  tumours  that  are 
not  treatable  by  radiation  now — liver,  stomach  and  pancreatic 
cancers — can  include  radiation  as  a  treatment  option.  As  well, 
outcomes  for  lung  and  prostate  cancers  should  improve  since 
it  is  currently  difficult  to  administer  enough  radiation  to  properly 
treat  the  tumour. 

Fallone  expects  the  prototype  to  be  complete  by  the  end

Seventeen  years  ago,  at  the  age 
of  62,  Frank  Sojonky  was  diagnosed 
with  inoperable  prostate  cancer. 

Sojonky  drives  cancer  research 
with  entrepreneurial  spirit 
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Outstanding 
Volunteer  Fundraisers 

On  November  15,  2006,  at  the  Eighth 
Annual  Ednnonton  Association  of  Fundraising 
Professionals  (AFP)  awards  cerennony, 
Frank  Sojonky  and  Caria  Gumming  Sojonky 
were  named  the  AFP's  2006  Outstanding 
Volunteer  Fundraisers.  This  recognition 
is  given  each  year  to  individuals  who  have 
demonstrated  successful  leadership  skills 
in  coordinating  and  motivating  groups 
of  volunteers  for  fundraising  projects 
for  the  benefit  of  charitable  institutions. 


Today,  he  gifts  his  time  and  hard-won  experience  to  raising 
funds  through  the  Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  for  a  Chair 
in  Prostate  Cancer  research. 

Sojonky  was  born  and  raised  in  Regina,  Saskatchewan, 
the  oldest  of  five  children.  He  opened  a  restaurant  when 
he  was  22  years  old  with  $275  and  his  Bachelor  of  Commerce 
from  Regina  College  (now  University  of  Regina)  as  his  only 
collateral.  "I  loved  cooking  and  I  was  born  an  entrepreneur." 
says  Sojonky.  At  the  peak  of  his  culinary  game  Frank  owned 
five  restaurants  in  the  Regina  area. 

Though  his  love  of  cooking  has  never  waned  (at  79  he  still 
regularly  cooks  dinnerfor  12),  his  entrepreneurial  spirit 
hungered  for  new  challenges  and  more  creative  outlets. 
These  he  found  in  the  world  of  commercial  and  residential 
real  estate  development  where  his  creativity  and  determination 
have  made  their  mark  across  western  Canada  for  more  than 
four  decades. 

For  years,  he  hid  his  battle  with  prostate  cancer  from 
the  world.  But  by  2003  he  could  hide  it  no  longer,  as  the 
disease  metastasized  and  began  to  spread.  Sojonky  pulls 
no  punches.  His  cancer  is  terminal.  Huge  steps  forward 
in  cancer  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  too  late  for  him. 
But  when  he  learned  from  his  oncologist,  Dr.  Peter  Venner 
that  a  remarkable  3D  diagnostic  tool  was  available,  he  did 
not  hesitate.  "Buy  it,"  he  told  Venner.  "You  order  it  and 
I'll  find  the  money."

Find  the  money  he  did.  Sojonky 
researched  prostate  cancer  voraciously, 
devastated  to  read  the  statistics  and 
outraged  at  what  seenned  to  hinn  a 
"shocking  lack  of  support  and  under- 
standing." He  was  deternnined  to  nnake 
a  difference.  First,  he  nnade  a  personal 
pledge  of  $275,000  (the  cost  of  one 
3D  systenn)  and  then  he  turned  to  his 
friends  and  colleagues  and  quickly 
raised  nearly  twice  that  annount. 

That  was  just  the  beginning.  "What  else 
do  you  need?"  he  asked.  "What  can  we  do 
today  to  make  a  difference  tomorrow?" 
Among  other  things,  Sojonky  and  Venner 
established  Lunches  for  Life,  regular 
gatherings  where  Venner  speaks  of  the 
enormous  need  to  fund  research  into  the 
prevention  and  cure  of  prostate  cancer; 
Sojonky  shares  his  personal  story  at 
jthese  events.  "He's  hard  to  say  no  to," 
admits  Venner.  "He  is  honest,  tenacious 
and  an  absolute  champion  of  the  work 
we  do.  It's  no  wonder  that  so  many 
people  have  joined  the  Sojonky  team." 


To  date  Frank  Sojonky  and  his  fundraising 
team  have  collected  more  than  $1.6 
million  for  prostate  cancer  research. 
His  end  goal  is  the  establishment 
of  an  endowed  chair  in  Prostate  Cancer 
Research  at  the  Alberta  Cancer  Board 
and  the  University  of  Alberta.  "It  is  a 
rare  privilege,"  he  explains,  "to  be 
a  part  of  saving  even  one  life." 

Just  months  ago,  on  the  way  to  the 
eighth  round  of  his  current  chemotherapy 
regime  he  took  a  detour  to  renew  his 
passport.  "Caria  (Cumming— his  wife 
and  "light  of  my  life")  and  I  are  going 
to  Italy  this  summer,"  he  says,  with  the 
determination  and  irrepressible  optimism 
that  have  always  made  the  quest  of 
Frank  Sojonky  impossible  to  resist.

One  thing  Bob  Boutilier's  brush  with  cancer  has 
taught  hinn  is  that  'being  in  the  now'  may  be  an  easy 
thing  to  say,  but  a  hard  thing  to  practice. 

Confronting  cancer  mindfully 


These  days,  Boutlier  is  a  man  very  much 
in  control  of  his  life.  But  eight  years  ago 
a  diagnosis  of  prostate  cancer  left  him 
both  physically  and  emotionally  adrift. 
He  simply  doesn't  know  how  he  would 
have  managed  his  cancer  journey  without 
the  psychosocial  support  he  sought 
and  received. 

"I  went  for  my  treatments,  but  I  was 
determined  not  to  let  the  cancer  alter 
my  life's  routine,"  he  recalls.  One  day 
he  realized  he  had  not  given  his  body 
the  time  and  care  it  needed  to  heal — 
and  he  had  to  face  the  fact  that  cancer 
does  alter  your  life:  "To  be  honest,  I  was 
off  track  and  I  was  forced  to  correct  that." 

A  call  to  psychosocial  services  through 
the  Tom  Baker  Cancer  Centre  led 
Boutlier  on  a  path  of  personal  discovery 
and  healing.  He  signed  up  for  the 
Mindfulness-based  Stress  Reduction 
program  which  introduced  him  to 
meditation  and  yoga.  It  also  gave  him 
an  opportunity  to  learn  about  coping 
strategies,  relaxation  and  stress  reduction. 
"Meditation  was  something  I  had  heard 
about  through  the  Beatles  back  in  the 
1970's,"  he  recalls.  "I  had  never  thought 
of  it  as  something  I  would  do!" 


Boutlier  meditates  every  morning  now  and 
feels  out  of  sync  if  he  misses  this  routine. 
He  is  more  mindful  about  life:  "I  was  like 
a  robot  before... automatically  getting 
up,  going  to  work  and  waiting  for  things 
to  happen.  I  was  always  looking  outside 
myself  and  trying  to  meet  other  people's 
expectations.  The  meditation  let  me  start 
to  look  inside  and  realize  that  the  power 
to  change  lies  within  me." 

A  drop-in  support  group  has  also  provided 
Boutlier  great  support.  "Your  family  and 
friends  don't  want  to  confront  the  chance 
that  you  might  die,"  says  Boutlier. 
"Others  with  cancer  have  confronted  the 
possibility  and  you  share  that  experience 
with  them,  even  if  only  in  silent  empathy. 
The  power  of  sharing  is  tremendous. 
I  always  walk  out  of  the  group  sessions 
feeling  positive." 

Every  day,  Boutlier  is  getting  better 
at  being  in  the  now.  He  has  adopted 
a  philosophy  that  sees  him  through  the 
tough  times:  "Never  give  up — no  matter 
how  bad  it  gets.  The  power  of  the  mind 
is  so  great,  that  it  can  keep  you  going."

Beyond  cancer:  lifetime 
care  for  cancer  survivors 


Dr.  Linda  Carlson  sits  in  her  office 
and  pulls  a  scrapbook  from  the. shelf. 
She  leafs  through  pages  of  poetry,  artwork 
and  nnessages  of  thanks — each  fronn 
a  patient  whose  life  she  has  touched. 

Carlson  holds  the  Enbridge  Research 
Chair  in  Psychosocial  Oncology  at  the 
University  of  Calgary,  and  the  scrapbook's 
contents  are  testimony  to  her  insight  into 
the  mind/body  connection.  Her  research 
into  alternative  therapies  has  helped 
numerous  patients  realize  how  effective 
activities  like  yoga,  meditation,  acupun- 
cture and  Reiki  can  be  in  reducing  stress 
and  improving  health. 

"I  work  with  people  dealing  with 
the  trauma  of  a  cancer  diagnosis," 
says  Carlson.  "Many  of  my  patients  will 
actually  tell  me  that  the  opportunity 
to  learn  new  ways  of  dealing  with  stress 
has  changed  their  lives  for  the  better." 

More  than  60  per  cent  of  cancer 
patients  now  survive  past  five  years, 
and  survivorship  is  a  keen  interest 
of  Carlson's.  Issues  such  as  learning 
difficulties  in  children  affected  by  cancer, 
fertility  problems,  long-term  fatigue  and 
psychological  challenges  are  all  potential 
problems  the  surviving  patient  may  face. 
A  portion  of  the  funding  from  the 


Enbridge  Research  Chair  in  Psychosocial 
Oncology  will  go  to  hiring  a  dedicated 
senior  research  scientist  to  run  the 
survivorship  program. 

"Eventually,  I  would  love  to  see  a 
complete  centre  for  integrative  oncology 
and  survivorship,"  she  says.  "I  see  it 
as  a  one-stop  shop  where  people  can 
come  for  lifestyle  interventions,  nutrition 
classes,  cooking  lessons,  physical  activity, 
reiki  treatment,  or  follow-up  screening 
tests — whatever  is  required  to  make 
sure  that  the  patient  improves  their 
quality  of  life  and  lowers  their  risk 
for  secondary  cancers." 

"This  holistic  approach  to  patient  care  and 
support  really  has  the  most  potential  for 
ensuring  consistent  care  to  those  living 
with — or  surviving — a  cancer  diagnosis." 

Enbridge  Research  Chair 
in  Psychosocial  Oncology 

The  Enbridge  Research  Chair  in  Psychosocial 
Oncology  is  one  of  the  first  of  its  kind  in 
North  America.  The  $3  million  Chair  at  the 
University  of  Calgary  is  co-funded  by  the 
Alberta  Cancer  Foundation  and  the  Canadian 
Cancer  Society,  Alberta/N.W.T.  Division.

In  the  battle  against  cancer,  family 
physicians  are  on  the  front  lines. 
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Reinforcements 
for  the  front  lines 

They're  the  first  to  come  in  contact  with  a  patient  with  cancer, 
and  must  make  critical  decisions  that  can  greatly  impact  care 
and  even  prognosis. 

But  making  the  best  decisions — like  finding  the  right  specialists 
for  the  cancer  in  question — can  be  time-consuming  for  a  busy 
^  physician,  and  the  resources  tricky  to  find. 

Fortunately,  the  Alberta  Cancer  Board's  Provincial  Family 
Physician  Initiative  is  geared  at  getting  physicians  the  support 
they  need,  says  co-developer  Dr.  Jakes  Dekker.  The  physician 
from  Cold  Lake,  explains  that  consultation  with  doctors  has 
shown  that  physicians  especially  want  to  know  who  to  call, 
how  to  reach  them,  and  what  the  next  step  should  be 
after  diagnosis. 
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"Doctors  are  very  much  willing  to  be 
part  of  a  cancer  patient's  care,  but  felt 
they  lacked  the  infornnation,  support  and 
confidence  to  do  so,"  explains  Dekker. 

Physicians  have  also  expressed  concern 
about  effective  communication  between 
care  providers,  and  requested  more 
education  in  order  to  support  cancer 
patients  closer  to  home  and  across  the 
cancer  care  spectrum. 

"In  short,  family  physicians  wanted 
faster  processing  of  a  case,  with  timely 
feedback  from  cancer-care  specialists 
and  treatment  centres." 

A  new  pilot  program,  MACOLine,  will 
provide  a  central  source  of  information — 
a  single  phone  number  where  physicians 
can  get  information  on  any  aspect 
of  cancer  treatment.

to  the  most  appropriate  cancer-care 
specialist's  office,"  says  Dekker,  also 
a  steering  committee  member  with  the 
Alberta  Cancer  Board  representing 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

Dekker  calls  MACOLine  "a  long-awaited 
blessing."  He's  already  test-driven  the 
initiative  himself  with  newly  diagnosed 
patients  at  his  Cold  Lake  practice. 

"I'm  very  happy  with  the  smooth  and 
effortless  fashion  in  which  a  patient  can 
be  referred  to  a  cancer  specialist,"  he  says. 

The  time  between  diagnosis  at  his  rural 
office  and  a  visit  in  a  specialist's  office 
now  takes  an  average  of  two  to  five  days. 
"I  was  immediately  provided  with  a 
treatment  plan  and  the  patient  was  sent 
back  to  his  home  town,  where  treatment 
commenced,  under  supervision  of  the 
specialist  and  the  family  physician," 
says  Dekker.  "It  is  abundantly  clear  to  me 
that  only  the  MACOLine  initiative  shaved 
off  days  or  even  weeks  in  waiting  time 
for  these  patients  and  their  families." 
Dekker  says  the  Provincial  Family

Physicians  Initiative  is  ultimately  geared 
at  creating  a  family  physician  oncology 
network  that  provides  the  information 
physicians  need.  It  is  also  designed 
to  help  physicians  understand  more 
about  cancer  prevention,  screening, 
diagnosis,  treatment,  and  follow-up 
and  palliation,  as  well  as  help  physicians 
provide  end-of-life  care  and  adequate 
pain  and  symptom  control. 

"We  feel  that  capacity  building  is 
an  important  strategy  to  ensure  that  all 
Albertans,  no  matter  where  they  live 
across  the  province,  have  access  to  high 
quality  cancer  services  closer  to  home," 
says  Dekker. 

The  project  has  also  examined  different 
ways  to  communicate  this  information 
electronically,  and  will  emulate  some 
of  the  strategies  being  used  in  British 
Columbia.  Dekker  adds  that  part 
of  this  will  involve  an  electronic  follow- 
up  program,  which  helps  patients  and 
physicians  understand  when  they  need 
to  schedule  follow-up  appointments. 


"The  whole  idea  is  about  streamlining 
information,  communication  and  care 
with  the  ultimate  goal  of  improving 
patient  care  for  our  cancer  patients. 
That's  what  this  is  all  about."
